tions that may be offered here at 
the meeting. 


"After the meeting -I, shall formu- 


late the best program for the selec- 
tion of an architect. 'The 
present 


state of our plans may be regarded 
as like a clean sheet of paper. Nei- 
ther the commission nor I 
will 


draw line on that paper until we 
have seen whether there may not be 
from some unexpected source sug- 
gestions as to the marks that should 
be made."

even though at 


some points of the provisions

the state law do not coincide with
